Organization,    Rules,    By-Laws  and 
Regulations 

ORGANIZATION 
Organization  under  the  Ontario  Agricultural  Act.  There 
shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  and  not  more  than 
nine  other  Directors,  also  two  Auditors,  who  are  to  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  third  Wednesday  in 
January  in  each  year,  when  a  Secretary -Treasurer,  who  holds 
office  during  pleasure,  will  'also  be  appointed. 
RULES   AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  The  President  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on  or 
before  the  15th  of  March  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
appointing  a  caretaker  and  committees  for  the  transaction  of 
any  and  all  business  for  the  welfare  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Caretaker  shall  have  charge  of,  and  look  after 
the  grounds',  and  buildings,  and  other  property  of  the  Society 
on  the  grounds,  and  rep>ort  to  the  Secretary  if  any  immediate 
repairs  are  required,  the  Secretary  to  notify  the  President,  who 
shall  attend  to  same  at  once. 

3.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  a  true  account 
receipts  and  disbursements,  of  all  business  of  the  Society,  and 
present  his  books  for  audit  to  the  Auditors  at  least  7  days 
before  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  Committees  of  management  shall  consist  of  a  Printing 
and  Posting  Committee,  Building,  Sporting,  Track  and 
Grounds  Committees  and  any  others  which  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

5.  The  Printing  and  Posting  Committee  shall  attend  to 
all  printing  and  posting  of  the  Society. 

6.  The  Committee  on  Building  and  Repairs  shall  keep  the 
fences  and  buildings  in  repair  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

7.  The  Sporting,  Track  and  Grounds  Committee  shall 
lease  the  grounds  for  shows  and  other,  entertainments  for  a 
sum  which  they  may  consider  juat,  but  to  no  circus  for  a  sum 
less  than  $100  for  the  first  day. 

8.  Auditors  shall  examine  the  books  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  together  with  all  the  members^  tickets  unsold,  and 
make  a  report  of  the  same.

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GENERAL  RII1.es 
Membership 

1.  The  Membership  Fee  is  ONE  DOLLAR  if  paid  on  or 
before  the  15th  day  of  September.  After  that  date  $1.50  will 
be  charged.  When  a  firm  of  manufacturers  or  others  join  the 
Society,  the  firm  can  compete  for  its  manufactures  only,  and 
the  exhibits  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  such  firm  and  are 
not  allowed  to  enter  for  competition  any  work  or  property  of 
either  family  of  such  firm,  nor  can  more  than  one  member  of 
such  firm  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  grounds  unless 
the  additional  member's  fee  is  paid,  but  when  each  member  of 
a  firm  pays  the  membership  fee  they  may  compete  jointly  as 
a  firm,   as  well  as  individually. 

2.  Tickets  are  issued  to  members  entitling  the  member 
and  his  wife  or  one  lady  friend  to  the  privileges  of  the  ground 
at  all  the  day  events  under  auspices  of  the  Agricultural 
Society  and  are  not  transferable.  If  presented  by  any  other 
at  the  gate  the  ticket  may  be  retained  by  the  gatekeeper  ; 
and  the  membership  of  the  person  whose  name  is  on  the  ticket 
will  be  forfeited.  Tickets  of  membership  are  issued  with  the 
above  conditions  of  the  Society's  rules. 

Competitors 

3.  None  but  members  will  be  allowed  to  compete  for 
prizes.  All  agents  representing  manufacturers  must  become 
members  of  the  Society  before  they  are  allowed  to_  exhibit, 
and  subject  to  be  governed  by  the  Directors  or  Committee 
appointed,  as  to  locality  and  space  to  be  occupied. 

Exhibits 

4.  All  animals,  poultry  and  other  exhibits  must  be  the 
bona  fide  property  of  exhibitors.  Any  person  exhibiting  an 
animal  or  any  property  not  his  own,  forfeits  all  premiums. 
Grain,  Fruit  and  Vegetables  must  be  grown  on  the  exhibitor's 
premises,  and  be  the  growth  of  the  present  year,  except  Buck- 
wheat, Red  Clover  Seed,  Alsike  Clover  Seed  and  Timothy 
Seed,  which  may  be  the  growth  of  1913.  Manufactures 
(domestic  and  otherwise).  Ladies'  Work,  Fine  Arts,  etc.,  must 
be  manufactured  by,  or  be  the  work  of  the  exhibitor,  or  a 
member  of  his  or  her  family.  Violation  of  this  rule  forfeits 
all  premiums  awarded  at  the  exhibition.  The  ofiicers  of  the 
Society    will    not   undertake   to    receive,    place   or   return     any 

All  entries  must  be  made  by  Saturday,  Sept.  19th. 
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articles  for  exhibition.  If  intending  exhibitors  cannot  attend 
personally  they  should  get  some  friend  to  look  after  their 
articles. 

5.  The  Society  will  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  any 
loss  or  damage  to  goods  by  fire,  water,  or  otherwise  lost  or 
stolen,  or  for  any  p>ersonal  injury,  accidental  or  otherwise, 
whether  an  officer  of  the  Society,  member,  employee,  visitor  or 
others. 

6.  Smoking  or  using  fire  for  any  purpose,  near  the  live 
stock  shed  or  barn  is  prohibited,  and  for  any  damage  that 
may  occur  by  violation  of  this  rule  the  offender  shall  be  held 
responsible. 

Entries  and  Fees 

7.  All  entries  musit  be  made  on  the  Society's  printed 
forms  ■;  the  certificate  and  declaration  must  be  signed  by  the 
exhibitor,  which  may  be  sent  by  mail  or  otherwise,  up 
to  the  19th  day  of  September.  No  entry  will  be  entertained 
unless  made  on  entry  form,  the  certificate  and  declaration 
signed  in  the  proper  place  by  intending  exhibitor.  Entry 
tickets  will  be  sent  by  mail  or  otherwise,  if  requested. 

8.  No  entry  will  be  made  on  days  of  exhibition. 
PLEASE  NOTE. 

All  pure  bred .  cattle  must  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  25c  for 
each  entry,  and  sheep  an  entrance  fee  of  10c  for  each  entry,  at 
the  time  of  making  entry — stall  and  straw  free. 

Stalls  for  horses  in  new  barn  75c  each,  other  stalls  50c 
each,  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  before  first  day  of  fair. 
Stalls  will  not  be  considered  rented  until  paid  for.  Stalls 
include  straw,  no  hay  fumshed. 

9.  X7pon  the  discovery  of  any  fraud,  deception  or  dis- 
honest practice,  or  misrepresentation  in  regard  to  any  article 
exhibited,  which  have  influenced  or  may  have  been  intended  to 
influence  the  decision  of  the  -Judges,  the  Directors  may  have 
the  power  to  withhold  the  payment  of  any  prizes  awarded  and 
may  prohibit  any  party  or  parties  from  exhibiting  for  one  or 
more  years,  and  may  publish  the  names  of  such  persons. 

Exhibitors  or  Judges  not  allowed  to  '  make  any  alterations 
in  book,  or  to  alter  or  change  the  entry  ticket — must  be  done 
by  Secretary. 

10.  Prizes  may  be  awarded  on  articles  not  enumerated,  if 
new  and  not  exhibited  before,  and  the  Directors  may  determine 
the  amount  of  premium,  but  no  premium  may  be  awarded  to

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any  article,  however  deserving  it  may  be,  if  entered  as  an 
extra,  when  there  is  a  class  to  which  it  belongs,  and  the 
Judges  shall  in  no  case  award  a  prize  unless  they  consider  the 
exhibit  actually  worthy  of  such  prize.  No  one  animal  shall  be 
allowed  more  than  one  prize  except  special  herds. 

11.  In  the  absence  of  competition  or  only  one  entry  in  any 
section  of  a  class,  other  than  stock,  only  one  prize  in  each 
section  will  be  given  which  may  be  the  1st,  2nd  or  3rd,  and 
the  Judges  may  use  their  discretion  as  to  awarding  or  with- 
holding any  premium  if  not  considered  worthy  of  a  prize — not 
to  apply  to  stock  or  poultry. 

12.  No  two  persons  can  show  the  same  product  from  the 
same  farm,  garden,   orchard  or  factory. 

13.  Exhibitors  must  make  their  own  choice  as  to  the  class 
and  section  in  which  they  enter  their  animals  and  abide  by  it. 
No  alternative  can  be  made  after  entries  close.  It  creates 
confusion  and  liability  to  errors  to  do  so.  Therefore  use  care 
in  making  entries. 

14.  In  all  live  stock  entries  in  which  there  is  only  one 
competitor  in  any  section  not  more  than  two  prizes  will  be 
given.  It  may  be  a  first  or  third,  or  second  or  third,  or 
only  one,  or  none,  according  to  merit. 

15.  Exhibitors  are  not  allowed  to  attach  to  any  animal 
or  article,  prize  cards  or  other  awards  received  at  previous  or 
other  exhibitions  until  the  Judges  have  examined  and  duly 
pa/8sed  upon  the  exhibits  in  their  respective  classes. 

16.  It  shall  be  obligatory  for  exhibitors  to  display  the 
prize  tickets  awarded  by  the  Judges  at  this  Fair,  anyone 
refusing  to  do  so  shall  incur  the  forfeiture  of  his  premiums. 

17.  Exhibitors  are  expected  to  give  all  necessary  attention 
to  their  exhibits  while  the  Fair  is  being  held. 

18.  Exhibitors  of  animals,  machinery  in  motion  and  other 
exhibits,  liable  to  cause  accidents,  injury  or  damages  to 
persons  coming  in  contact  with  them,  shall  guard  their 
exhibits  and  protect  the  public. 

19.  If  the  question  be  raised  as  to  the  exhibitor's  right  to 
compete,  exhibitor  shall,  if  the  Chairman  of  department  so 
require,  make  statutory  declaration  establishing  their  rights 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the' 
Association ;  and  in  case  exhibitor  refuses  to  make  such 
declaration,  on  being  requested,  all  premiums  awarded  him, 
her  or  them,  shall  be  forfeited.

PRIZE  LIST  FOR  1914 


20.  The  Board  of  Directors  reserve  the  right  to  prescribe 
and  r^ulate  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  harmony  and 
attractiveness  of  the  exhibition  and  the  arrangement  of  and 
allotment  of  space  for  exhibits  in  all  departments. 

21.  All  exhibits  for  the  palace  should  be  placed  on  the 
day  previous  by  10  p.  m.,  but  not  later  than  8  o'clock  on  the 
first  day,  and  exhibitors  shall  classify  the  various  articles 
with  others  of  the  same  class.  All  exhibits  in  palace  will  be 
judged  the  first  day  commencing  at  10  a.  m. 

2"2.  Stock  must  be  on  hand)  at  the  hour  named  for  judging 
and  at  the  call  of  Judges' ;  registered  pedigrees  must  be  pro- 
duced or  exhibits  will  be  passed  without  comment.  Anyone 
failing  to  be  on  hand  when  call  is  made  will  be  debarred  from 
competition,  as  no  notice  will  be  taken  of  the  exhibit  if  too 
late.  ALL  PRIZE  CATTLE  AND  HORSES  MUST  PARADE 
IN  FRONT  OF  THE  GRAND  STAND  AT  HOURS  STATED 
ON  PROCxRAMME  OF  THIRD  DAY.  UPON  REFUSAL 
PRIZES  WILL  POSITIVELY  BE  FORFEITED. 

23.  All  animals  must  be  the  property  of  the  exhibitor,  and 
satisfactory  proof  of  ownership  must  be  produced  if  required. 

24.  Exhibitors  making  entries  in  competition  for  prizes, 
failing  to  appear  in  judging  grounds  when  their  class  is  called, 
shall  be  at  once  excluded  from  competition. 

Pedigrees 

25.  Registered  pedigrees  for  all  purebred  horses,  sheep, 
male  swine  and  cattle  must  be  produced  to  the  judges  at  the 
time,  whether  asked  or  not,  or  no  prize  will  be  given. 
Purebreds  are  not  allowed'  to  compete  in  grade  class. 

No  bull  will  be  allowed  on  grounds  unless  properlj-  secured 
by  rope  or  chain. 

•ludging 

26.  Judges'  who  are  in  any  way  interested  in  the  animals 
or  articles  to  be  examined  are  not  eligible  to  act. 

Should  the  Judge  from  any  cause  fail  to  act  at  the  time 
stated  the  Directors  reserve  the  right  to  appoint  a  substitute. 

Judges  are  requested  to  report  at  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  where  they  will  be  furnished  with  badges  and 
instructions. 

27.  Judges  are  particularly  requested  not  to  alter  any 
entry  in  their  books,  and  not  to  accept  any  ticket  for  entry  in 

Use  a  Gillette  Safety  Razor  and  your  shaving  trou- 
bles are  ended. 
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their  book,  and  not  to  write  any  remarks  or  lines  where 
entries  are  made.  Any  note,  remark  or  comment  should  be 
noted  at  the  end  of  the  book.    Accept  no  entry  not  in  book. 

Make  figures'  plain.  Put  prize  number  on  prize  cards  as 
well  as  in  book.  Any  error  or  other  information  apply  to  the 
Secretary. 

Note. — In  absence  of  competition  in  any  class  or  section,  or 
if  the  stock  or  article  is  of  inferior  quality,  you  are  instructed 
to  award  only  such  premiums  as  you  think  the  animal  or 
article  is  deserving  of,  whether  a  first,  second  or  third, 
or  none  at  all.  The  object  of  these  exhibitions  is  to  excel, 
not  to  award  because  the  article  is  broug^ht  for  exhibition. 

Do  not  forget  to  mark  the  entry  number  of  winners  on  the 
prize  cards  as  well  as  in  your  book.  First  prize  cards  are 
red,  second  blue,  and  third  yellow. 

Do  not  argue  with  any  exhibitor  regarding  the  merits  or 
demerits  of  any  article  examined. 

Payment  of  Prizes 

28.  Prizes  will  be  paid  after  October  15.  All  persons  to 
^vhonl  prizes  are  awarded  must  apply  for  payment  thereof 
before  December  31,  1914,  otherwise  all  claims  of  such 
premiums  shall  be  forfeited.  Prize  money  will  not  be  forward- 
ed unless  instructed  by  exhibitor  by  memo,  of  the  prizes 
awarded  to  him  or  her. 

Admission  By  Ticket  Only 

29.  Tickets  for  admission  of  non-members  are  :  For  adults 
each  25c  ;  children  under  10  years  of  age  10c  ,  one  horse,  car- 
riage and  driver  35c  ;  two  horses,  carriage  and  driver  50c  ; 
and  25  cents  for  each  additional  adult  occupant,  and 
10  cents  for  each  child  not  ten  years  old  ;  one  liQrso 
and  rider,  25c  ;  for  each  time  entering.  Grand  Stand,  15c  to 
every  person.  Reserved  seats  25c.  Boxes  special  of  5  chairs, 
^2.00. 

Gate  keepers  are  not  allowed  to  receive  money  for  entrance 
— must  procure  ticket  at  ticket  office. 

30.  Any  person  knowing  of,  or  having  grounds  for  sus- 
picion, that  Rule  No.  9  has  been  violated,  will  please  make 
known  the  same  to  any  of  the  Directors  or  to  the  Secretary, 
in  confidence,  and  the  proof  of  the  contrary  will  rest  with  the 
person    supposed   to   be   offending,   premiums   will   be   withheld 

All  prize  cattle  and  horses  must  parade  in  front  of 
Grand  Stand,  or  prizes  will  be  forfeited. 
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until  this  is  done.    Any  complaints  must  be  made  in  writing, 
stating  particulars  and  signed  by  the  complainant. 

31.  Any  person  not  authorized  to  do  so,  conversing  or 
otherwise  interfering  with  the  Judges  while  on  duty,  or  en- 
deavoring to  influence,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  Judge's 
attention  must  be  called  to  the  matter  with  requests  to  give 
the  names  of  the  offenders  to  the  Secretarj%  and  will  forfeit 
any  right  he  or  she  may  have  to  a  prize,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Judges  to  report  to  the  Secretary — on  handing  In 
the  books — any  infringement  of  this  rule.  Report  any  matter 
irregular. 

Protest 

32.  An  exhibitor  lodging  a  protest  must  make  it  in  writ- 
ing, and  it  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  within  three 
hours  of  the  cause  of  protest  :  it  must  state  plainly  the  cause 
of  complaint  or  appeal,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit 
of  $.5.00,  which  sum  shall  be  retained  by  the  Association  if 
said  protest  is  not  sustained.  The  Board  of  Directors,  how- 
ever, earnestly  hope  that  exhibitors  will  not  enter  protests 
without  the  strongest  ground  for  doing  so,  as  much  annoyance 
and  unpleasantness  is  often  occasioned  by  protests  of  a  frivil- 
oug  nature. 

33.  Positively  no  person  (except  owners  and  attendants  on 
horses  who  must  wear  badges)  will  be  allowed  on  the  track 
while  horses  are  exhibiting.  This  rule  will  be  enforced  and 
after  remonstrances,  if  any,  the  offender  will  be  dealt  with 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  with  fine  or  imprisonment 
for  30  days,  and  be  at  their  own  risk  as  to  any  damages  that 
may  happen.  This  by-law  to  apply  on  all  occasions  where 
the  Society's  track  is  being  used  for  speeding  or  exhibiting, 
either  by  the  Society  itself  or  when  rented  to  others. 

Anyone  attempting  to  enter  the  Society's  grounds  under  false 
statement,  or  producing  any  ticket  other  than  for  the  current 
year  named  on  the  ticket,  the  officers  of  the  Society  will  deal 
with  such  as  the  law  directs.  Gatekeepers  are  to  make  a  note 
of  the  names  of  such  p)6rsons. 

AH  goods,  articles,  stock,  etc.,  of  all  and  every  description 
are  at  the  owner's  risk.  The  Society  assumes  no  responsibi- 
lity whatever  for  loss  or  damage  or  personal  injury.
